When Tuberculosis Gets In. 
At what time of life is an individ- 
ual most likely to be infected with, 
tuberculosis? In Just what manner 
does infection usually occur? How 
soon after infection may definite symp 
toms be looked for? 
(H. B. C.) 
ANSWER.—Probably 
in 
.infancy, 
the infection occurring 
through 
the 
intestinal tract. Tubercle 'bacilli may 
permeate the intact intestinal wall, 
enter the thoracic duct and so pass 
directly into the veins and lodge in 
the lungs. A great many commun- 
ities use milk from tuberculous herds. 
Dust is a rare carrier of tubercle bac- 
illi in the case of the creeping 
baby. 
Kissing is a frequent means of infec- 
tion, and the contamination with, sal- 
iva or spray of objects which, the ba'by 
puts In his mouth. Direct infection 
from tuberculous persons Is probably 
the most frequent source, though, this 
implies prolonged and intimate con- 
tact, not an occasional visit. You have 
to live with tuberculosis for some time 
in order to catch it in dose sufficient 
to produce symptoms.- The infection 
may, usually does, remain latent for 
years/then manifests itself as Incipi- 
ent tuberculosis in youth or early a- 
dult life when the environment or life 
habits are faulty.

"When the time approaches for set- 
ting cabbage or tomato plants in the 
field, they should be gradually ac- 
cuBtoined to the outdoor conditions. 
This is done by lowering the temper- 
at^re and by withholding; the water. 
After the days warm up the sash mas 
be left off entirely In fair weat.ier. 
A well hardened

inches long., should have a thick stem, 
and the leaves should be of a bluish 
green color.

"The best time to transplant is on 
a cloudy dav or late in the afternoon

In transplanting, care should 
be taken to disturb the root .systom 
of the plant as little as possible. This 
may be done by 'removing the plant 
with a large ball of earth attached 10 
the roots. 
"Paddling the roots m water 
or 
watering the plants right after setting 
often helps to keen them from wilting 
It mav be advisable to cut off about 
half of the leaf surface in setting tsut 
the plants so as to balance the lop 
with the roots, many of which are 
broken off in transplanting.
